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Medicine:  The  Postgraduate  Program 


Opportunities  for  continuing  medical  education  beyond  the  M.D.  degree  are  offered  at 
Columbia  University  through  three  major  programs:  (1)  the  training  of  specialists  by  means  of 
hospital  residencies;  (2)  the  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  program,  for  physicians  with  particular 
interest  and  competence  in  research  in  the  basic  sciences;  and  (3)  special  courses  in  general 
medicine  and  in  the  specialties,  for  practicing  physicians  and  physicians  in  training  who  wish  to 
renew  and  continue  their  educational  experiences  in  the  various  fields  of  medicine.  Further 
information  about  these  programs  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine. 

Graduate  Training  of  Specialists:  Residency  Training  Program 

The  program  offers  training  opportunities  through  fellowships  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  and  residencies  at  affiliated  hospitals  for  holders  of  the  M.D.  degree.  Proper  training 
for  specialization  includes  four  major  elements.  First,  it  provides  a  comprehensive  clinical 
experience  as  a  resident  in  a  hospital  equipped  and  staffed  to  provide  graded  responsibilities 
under  the  supervision  of  experts  in  the  selected  speciality.  Second,  it  disciplines  the  resident  in 
scientific  attitudes  toward  health  and  disease  and  enriches  the  clinical  experience  through 
advanced  training  in  those  medical  sciences  that  are  largely  concerned  with  his  or  her 
specialty.  Third,  it  enables  the  resident  to  begin  to  understand  the  effect  of  illness  on  the 
patient  and  the  response  of  that  person  to  the  illness  and  to  the  physician.  The  relationships 
the  resident  physician  develops  with  individual  patients  sets  the  pattern  for  his  or  her 
participation  in  the  delivery  of  health  care  after  the  completion  of  the  residency.  Finally,  it 
gives  the  student  the  opportunity,  either  as  a  resident  or  as  a  fellow,  to  do  basic  or  clinical 
research.  This,  in  turn,  may  stimulate  the  type  of  creative  productivity  that  may  earn  a 
recommendation  for  admission  to  a  program  leading  to  the  award  of  the  Doctor  of  Medical 
Science  degree. 

Information  concerning  residency  training  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  appropriate 
departmental  chairman  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

Program  for  the  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  Degree 

The  University  confers  the  Med.Sc.D.  degree  upon  a  few  physicians  who  have  completed  a 
research  project  in  one  of  the  basic  science  fields.  Only  staff  members  of  Columbia 
University-affiliated  hospitals  are  eligible  for  this  degree.  A  minimum  of  two  years  of  full-time 
work  in  the  basic  science  field  is  required.  Additional  requirements  include  completion  of  a 
significant  and  original  research  project,  the  passing  of  a  comprehensive  and  an  oral 
examination,  and  submission  of  a  dissertation.

Postgraduate  Courses  for  Practicing  Physicians  and  Specialists 

A  variety  of  short  courses  have  been  organized  at  hospitals  and  clinics  affiliated  with  the 
University;  they  are  available  at  the  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center  and  at  the 
affiliated  hospitals.  No  University  credit  or  certificates  are  granted  for  these  courses,  but 
continuing  medical  education  credit  is  granted  toward  the  Physician's  Recognition  Award  of 
the  American  Medical  Association. 
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Courses  for  the  general  practitioner  furnish  opportunities  to  keep  abreast  of  new  knowledge 
and  the  latest  methods  of  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  prevention;  and  to  learn  the  indications, 
limitations,  and  value  of  those  technical  procedures  which  require  the  attention  of  a  qualified 
specialist.  The  instruction  consists  largely  of  first-hand  clinical  experience,  lectures,  symposia, 
demonstrations,  and  discussion. 

For  those  already  practicing  a  speciality,  advanced  instruction  is  given  in  the  therapeutic 
and  diagnostic  methods  of  certain  limited  fields  of  practice.  Enrollment  is  limited  to  those  who 
have  the  preparation  necessary  to  enable  them  to  benefit  by  the  advanced  instruction. 

With  the  consent  of  the  course  director,  except  when  space  and  facilities  are  limited, 
courses  are  open  to  medical  students,  interns,  residents,  fellows,  and  attending  staff  members 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  affiliated  hospitals  on  a  tuition-free  basis.  A 
nominal  charge  may  be  made  for  registration  and  the  documentation  of  credits.  Many  of  the 
courses  are  available  to  alumni  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  a  reduced  fee; 
information  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Continuing  Education  Center. 

Continuing  Medical  Educational  Activities  of  the  Departments  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 

A  number  of  teaching  exercises  such  as  conferences  and  grand  rounds  which  are  held  at  the 
Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center  and  the  affiliated  hospitals  have  been  approved  as 
meeting  the  criteria  for  a  planned  program  of  continuing  medical  education  as  defined  by  the 
American  Medical  Association.  An  approved  program  is  one  that  covers  a  subject  area  in  the 
scope  and  depth  that  is  appropriate  for  the  intended  audience  and  is  planned,  administered, 
and  evaluated  in  terms  of  educational  objectives  that  define  a  level  of  knowledge  or  a  specific 
performance  skill  to  be  attained.  The  teaching  exercises  that  have  been  approved  qualify  for 
credit  in  Category  1  of  the  Physician's  Recognition  Award  and  are  listed  in  this  bulletin. 
Documentation  of  credits  earned  can  be  obtained  for  a  nominal  fee.  These  programs  permit 
P&S  faculty  members  to  fulfill  their  requirements  for  continuing  education. 

Courses  for  Graduates  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 

Practical  clinical  electives  in  all  departments  are  offered  to  P&S  graduates.  These  courses, 
from  one  to  four  weeks  in  duration,  are  arranged  on  an  individual  basis  between  September 
and  June.  The  individual  graduate  is  integrated  into  all  departmental  activities  including 
rounds,  clinics,  conferences,  seminars,  and  specialized  procedures.  Specific  courses  in  all 
specialties,  including  medical  and  surgical  subspecialties,  are  offered.  Inquiries  by  alumni 
should  be  addressed  to  Jose  M.  Ferrer,  M.D.,  Associate  Dean,  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  Columbia  University,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032.  A  nominal 
fee  is  charged  to  cover  administrative  costs. 

Programs  in  Continuing  Medical  Education  for  Community 
Hospitals 

At  the  request  of  a  neighboring  community  hospital  the  Continuing  Education  Center  will 
arrange  a  lecture  or  series  of  lectures  to  be  held  at  the  community  hospital.  The  programs  are 
approval  for  one  credit  an  hour  in  Category  1  of  the  Physician's  Recognition  Award  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  (see  Statements  of  Attendance  below).  The  lecturers  are 
member-,  of  the  staff  of  the  College  ,,(  Physicians  and  Surgeons  .mil  the  affiliated  hospitals. 
Lecturers  receive  an  honorarium  from  the  community  hospital  for  participation  in  these 
programs  A  nominal  administrative  fee  is  charged  to  the  community  hospital  for  the 
arrangements  and  for  the  recording  and  documentation  of  credit  for  those  physicians  who 
attend   the  lectures    These   programs  improve   relations  with  hospitals  and   practitioners  in 
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neighboring  communities,  help  to  fulfill  responsibilities  in  updating  the  knowledge  of  these 
practitioners,  and  result  in  the  referral  of  patients  with  special  problems  to  the  staff  members 
who  participate  in  these  programs. 

Admission  Requirements  and  Procedures 

An  applicant  must  hold  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  or  the  equivalent  from  a  school  of 
medicine  approved  by  the  University  and  must  be  a  physician  in  good  standing.  Admission  to 
courses  for  specialists  is  limited  to  physicians  who  have  had  adequate  preliminary  training  and 
experience  in  the  related  specialty. 

Application  forms  are  printed  on  the  last  page  of  this  bulletin.  One  form  for  each  course 
must  be  filled  out  in  full  and  returned  to  Dr.  Elizabeth  C.  Gerst,  Director,  Center  for  Continuing 
Education  in  the  Health  Sciences,  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University, 
630  West  168th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032;  telephone  (212)  694-3682.  The  form  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  check  made  payable  to  Columbia  University  for  the  full  course  fee;  the 
amount  of  the  fee  is  included  in  the  description  of  each  course.  The  completed  form  should 
reach  the  University  not  later  than  seven  days  before  the  opening  date  of  the  course. 

Note:  According  to  Treasury  decision  6291,  under  Section  162  of  the  1954  Internal  Revenue 
Code,  income  tax  deductions  are  allowed  in  many  instances  for  tuition  and  other  educational 
expenses.  Students  are  referred  to  the  federal  ruling  on  income  tax  deductions  for  teachers 
and  other  professional  people  seeking  to  maintain  or  improve  skills  required  in  their 
employment. 

Applicants  are  reminded  that  hotel  rooms,  apartments,  and  other  temporary  living  accommo- 
dations are  almost  impossible  to  find  near  any  of  the  teaching  centers.  All  the  centers, 
however,  are  easily  accessible  from  the  midtown  area,  where  such  housing  is  more  likely  to  be 
available.  Students  who  wish  to  live  near  the  Morningside  campus  of  the  University  (in  the 
vicinity  of  116th  Street  and  Broadway)  may  write  for  information  to  the  Columbia  University 
Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommodations,  110  Livingston  Hall,  Columbia  University,  New 
York,  N.Y.  10027.  Some  accommodations  are  available  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  at  168th  Street  and  Broadway,  in  the  medical 
students'  residence  hall.  For  information  write  to  Bard  Hall,  60  Haven  Avenue,  New  York, 
N.Y.  10032,  or  telephone  (area  code  212)  923-6800. 

The  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center  is  accessible  from  the  midtown  area  on  the 
West  Side  by  way  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Avenue  subways,  both  of  which  stop  at  168th 
Street. 

If  an  applicant  is  not  accepted,  or  if  a  course  applied  for  is  canceled,  full  refund  will  be  made.  If 
a  student  withdraws  later  than  ten  days  before  the  course  begins,  there  will  be  no  refund.  If  a 
student  withdraws  prior  to  ten  days  before  a  course  begins,  refund  of  the  fee  will  be  given 
minus  administrative  costs. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  withhold  the  privilege  of  registration  or  any  other 
University  privilege  from  any  person  with  unpaid  indebtedness  to  the  University. 

Statements  of  Attendance 

The  courses  listed  in  this  bulletin  do  not  constitute  credit  toward  any  degree,  and  no  diplomas 
or  certificates  are  awarded.  A  short  statement  of  attendance  will  be  issued  on  written  request. 
Students  should  write  to  the  Associate  Registrar,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y. 
10032.  Students  who  audit  courses  do  not  receive  a  statement  of  attendance. 

As  an  organization  accredited  for  continuing  medical  education,  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University  designates  the  continuing  medical  educational  offerings 
listed  in  this  bulletin  as  meeting  the  criteria  for  credit  hours  (as  indicated)  in  Category  1  of  the 
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Physician  s  Recognition  Award  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  Credit  hours  toward  this 
award  are  shown  at  the  end  of  the  descriptive  title  for  each  course. 

Statement  of  Nondiscriminatory  Policies

Title  VII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  as  amended,  prohibits  employment  discrimination 
because  of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin.  Executive  Order  11246,  as  amended, 
prohibits  discrimination  in  employment  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin 
and  requires  affirmative  action  to  ensure  equality  of  opportunity  in  all  aspects  of  employ- 
ment. 

The  Equal  Pay  Act  of  1963  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex  in  rates  of  pay.  The 
Age  Discrimination  in  Employment  Act  of  1967,  as  amended,  prohibits  discrimination  in 
employment  on  the  basis  of  age. 

The  Columbia  University  Senate  on  December  1,  1978,  passed  a  resolution  announcing  its 
general  educational  policy  on  discrimination  which  reaffirms  the  University's  commitment  to 
nondiscriminatory  policies  in  the  above-mentioned  categories,  as  well  as  its  policy  not  to 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation. 

Section  402  of  the  Vietnam  Era  Veterans'  Readjustment  Assistance  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended,  prohibits  job  discrimination  and  requires  affirmative  action  to  employ  and  advance 
in  employment  (1)  qualified  Vietnam  era  veterans  during  the  first  four  years  after  their 
discharge  and  (2)  qualified  disabled  veterans  throughout  their  working  life  if  they  have  a  30 
percent  or  more  disability.

This  bulletin  is  not  intended  to  be  and  should  not  be 
regarded  as  a  contract  between  the  University  and  any  student  or  other  person. 

Affiliated  Hospitals  at  Which  Postgraduate  Courses  are 
Offered 

The  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center 

A  permanent  affiliation  between  Columbia  University  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  was 
established  in  1921.  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University  in 
conjunction  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  several  other  institutions  comprising  the 
Medical  Center  now  occupy  a  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia  University  and  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness  and  Mr.  Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  land,  extending 
from  West  165th  Street  to  West  168th  Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park, 
comprises  about  twenty  acres  and  is  readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

The  Medical  Center  was  opened  in  1928.  The  Medical  Center  group  is  as  follows:  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons;  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery;  School  of  Public  Health; 
School  of  Nursing;  Washington  Heights  District  Health  and  Teaching  Center;  New  York  State 
Psychiatric  Institute;  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  its  subdivisions. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital 

Founded  in  1868,  the  hospital  now  occupies  a  twenty-two-story  building  in  which  are  the  wards 
of  the  medical  and  surgical  services,  the  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  and  the  Squier  Urological 
Clinic.  Under  the  terms  of  the  affiliation  with  Columbia  University,  members  of  the  hospital 
staff  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  University.  There  are  1,550  beds. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  has  the  following  subdivisions: 

Babies  Hospital,  The  Children's  Medical  and  Surgical  Center,  founded  in  1887,  provides  for 
general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and  children  up  to  their  thirteenth  birthday,  and 
care  for  premature  babies.  The  total  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  172.  An  outpatient  department 
is  maintained  in  Vanderbilt  Clinic  by  the  attending  and  house  staff  of  the  hospital. 

The  EdwardS.  Harkness  Eye  Institute,  opened  in  1933,  has  complete  facilities  for  the  medical 
and  surgical  treatment  of  adults  and  children  with  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  has  a  total  capacity 
of  100.  On  January  1,  1940,  the  work  of  the  Herman  Knapp  Memorial  Eye  Hospital  was 
taken  over  by  the  Institute. 

Harkness  Pavilion  was  erected  when  the  Medical  Center  was  established  in  1928,  and  is 
available  for  the  accommodation  of  318  adult  private  patients. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongovernmental  hospitals  in  the  country  for  the 
treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  It  moved  from  East  67th  Street  to  the 
Medical  Center  in  1929.  The  Institute  has  a  capacity  of  250  beds,  including  15  added  in  1960 
for  psychiatric  patients. 

The  New  York  Orthopaedic  Dispensary  and  Hospital  opened  as  a  dispensary  in  1866  largely 
because  of  the  interest  taken  in  the  care  of  the  crippled  by  Theodore  Roosevelt,  father  of  the 
President  of  the  same  name.  The  Orthopaedic  Dispensary  and  Hospital  was  located  in  its  own 
building  at  420  East  59th  Street  until  December  1950,  when  it  was  moved  to  the  fifth  floor  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Its  capacity  is  122  beds. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women  was  built  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue  and 
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presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane  in  1886.  It  now  occupies 
three  floors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  building  and  one  floor  in  Harkness  Pavilion.  There  are 
187  beds,  of  which  124  are  ward  beds. 

Squier  Urological  Clinic  occupies  the  tenth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  building  and  the  tenth 
floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  67  beds  for  the  care  of  adults  and  20  beds  for  babies  and 
children. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic  was  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  in  1888  and 
is  the  common  outpatient  department  and  admitting  service  for  all  the  wards  of  all  the  units  of 
Presbyterian  Hospital. 


Harlem  Hospital  Center 

Harlem  Hospital  Center,  founded  in  1887,  is  a  general  hospital  of  1,100  beds  serving  Central 
Harlem  and  environs,  responsible  for  the  care  of  approximately  four  hundred  thousand 
people.  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  through  a  contractual  arrangement  with  the 
New  York  City  Health  and  Hospitals  Corporation,  is  responsible  for  all  professional  services  in 
this  hospital  and  nominates  its  entire  professional  staff,  who  are  members  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine. 

This  affiliation  presents  a  unique  opportunity  for  teaching  students,  interns,  and  residents  in 
the  traditional  disciplines  of  medicine,  and  provides  increasing  opportunities  for  involvement  in 
community  medicine. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center  was  established  in  1850  and  has  been  located  on  Morningside 
Heights,  adjacent  to  the  main  Columbia  campus,  since  1896.  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and 
Woman's  Hospital  are  the  component  parts  of  the  Hospital  Center  which  contains  773  beds, 
including  53  pediatric  beds.  In  addition,  Woman's  Hospital  has  70  bassinets.  There  are  four 
major  and  eleven  specialty  services.  St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  maintained  a  teaching  affiliation 
with  the  University  since  1947  and  in  1971  became  a  full  University  hospital.  St.  Luke's 
emergency  room  handles  more  than  ninety  thousand  visits  a  year  and  the  various  clinics 
almost  one  hundred  seventy  thousand  visits  annually.  Extensive  research  laboratory  facilities 
are  included  in  a  new  Service  and  Research  Building.  A  medical  library  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  Hospital  Center.  Under  the  terms  of  affiliation  with  Columbia  University,  new  members  of 
the  medical  staff  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  only  after  such 
members  receive  appointments  as  officers  of  instruction  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  the  University.  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center  and  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  have 
recently  merged  and  are  known  as  the  St.  Luke's-Roosevelt  Hospital  Center. 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital  treated  its  first  patient  in  1871.  It  comprises  595  beds  and  bassinets. 
There  are  about  two  hundred  sixty-three  thousand  outpatient  and  emergency-room  visits 
annually.  The  hospital  is  engaged  in  many  research  and  teaching  activities.  A  new  research 
building  containing  52,000  square  feet  of  laboratory  space  for  all  departments  was  opened  in 
1973.  The  medical  library  contains  17,000  volumes  and  subscribes  to  550  medical  and 
technical  journals  The  hospital  Iims  been  - >ffili.it « -r I  with  the  (  Allege  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
since  the  early  yean  of  the  century  and  in  1971  became  a  full  University  hospital.  Under  the 
!  tin-  affiliation  with  Columbia  University,  members  of  the  hospital  staff  are  appointed 
by  th<'  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  hospital  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  The 
hospital  is  .i'  lively  eng.iqed  in  <  ommunity  programs,  -is  represented  by  its  ( Ihildren  and  Youth 
Program  and  by  its  drug  addiction,  alcoholism,  and  many  Other  outreach  and  community 
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programs  sponsored  by  the  Departments  of  Pediatrics,  Psychiatry,  Medicine,  and  Ambulatory 
Care.  The  hospital  is  now  part  of  the  St.  Luke's-Roosevelt  Hospital  Center. 

New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute 

The  Institute  was  built  and  is  maintained  by  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene.  Through  a  contractual  arrangement,  it  is  affiliated  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons.  The  Institute's  functions  are  to  carry  out  research  on  the  causes  and  treatment  of 
psychiatric  disorders  and  the  education  of  those  entering  the  mental  health  field.  The  Institute 
currently  maintains  twelve  major  research  laboratories,  a  hospital,  and  a  number  of  special- 
ized outpatient  departments  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities. 

The  Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital 

The  Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  is  a  rural  hospital  combining 
the  characteristics  of  a  university  medical  center  with  a  dedication  to  the  delivery  of  both 
primary  health  services  to  the  local  community  and  highly  specialized  services  to  a  large 
referral  area.  The  hospital  has  184  beds  and  a  staff  of  specialists  who  are  all  salaried  and 
full-time.  In  1979  there  were  over  110,000  visits  to  the  Outpatient  Department  and  over 
5,000  admissions.  The  teaching  program  for  house  staff  and  students  is  a  highly  personalized 
one  based  on  a  team  approach  to  medical  care.  Members  of  the  staff  conduct  biomedical 
research  and  are  interested  in  models  for  the  delivery  of  health  care  to  the  community.  The 
library  is  unusually  extensive  for  a  hospital  of  this  size  with  19,500  volumes  and  about  four 
hundred  subscription  journals.  Since  1947  the  Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  has  had  a 
formal  affiliation  with  Columbia,  and  each  year  approximately  seventy-five  students  from 
Columbia  elect  programs  at  the  hospital. 

The  Helen  Hayes  Hospital 

The  Helen  Hayes  Hospital  at  West  Haverstraw,  New  York,  founded  in  1900,  is  a  150-bed 
independent  rehabilitation  hospital  with  complete  medical  services,  owned  and  operated  by 
the  state  through  the  New  York  State  Health  Department.  Since  1966  the  hospital  has  had  a 
formal  affiliation  with  Columbia  University.  The  medical  specialties  and  allied  health  profes- 
sionals are  organized  into  disability  units  that  provide  comprehensive  care  through  an 
integrated  team  approach,  providing  unique  educational  opportunities  for  residents  and  allied 
health  students.  The  hospital  has  800  admissions  and  6,000  outpatient  visits  a  year.  New 
patient  facilities  are  under  construction,  the  research  building  has  been  renovated,  and  an 
active  biomedical  engineering  unit  developed. 

Overlook  Hospital 

Overlook  Hospital  in  Summit,  New  Jersey,  is  a  540-bed,  suburban  community  hospital, 
founded  in  1906,  which  became  a  teaching  affiliate  of  the  Columbia  University  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1975.  It  is  a  general,  voluntary,  nonprofit  institution  accommodat- 
ing 20,000  inpatients  and  100,000  outpatients  each  year.  Overlook  offers  particularly  strong 
training  in  family  practice  and  the  primary  care  aspects  of  medical  practice  through  a  program 
of  broad-based  clinical  experience  for  graduate  physicians. 

Morristown  Memorial  Hospital 

Morristown  Memorial  Hospital  is  a  541-bed  community  hospital,  founded  in  1892  and  located 
in  Morristown,  New  Jersey,  30  miles  west  of  New  York  City.  In  addition  to  its  acute  care 
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facility  (the  Madison  Avenue  Division),  the  hospital  has  a  148-bed,  long-term  care  facility  one 
and  one-half  miles  away  (Mt.  Kemble  Division).  The  acute  care  facility  annually  admits 
approximately  twenty-one  thousand  patients  and  treats  fifty  thousand  patients  in  the 
Emergency  Department.  The  Hospital  offers  a  broad  range  of  residency  programs  chaired  by 
full-time  chiefs  in  the  major  departments.  There  is  a  strong  emphasis  on  primary  care. 
Morristown  Memorial  Hospital  affiliated  with  the  Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  in  1979,  changing  from  its  previous  affiliation  of  seven  years  with  the  College  of 
Medicine  and  Dentistry  of  New  Jersey-Rutgers  Medical  School.  A  strong  medical  staff  of  over 
four  hundred  covers  a  wide  spectrum  of  medical  specialties  and  provides  comprehensive 
teaching  activities.

A.  Basic  Neurology.     Drs.  M.  Kaufman  and  L.  Roizin. 

A  course  in  neuroanatomy,  presenting  essential  anatomical  and  associated  neurophysiological  features  of 
the  spinal  cord  and  brain.  The  course  on  basic  neurophysiology  deals  with  the  functional  relationship  of 
the  various  portions  of  the  nervous  system  which  are  especially  related  to  neural  disturbances  found  in 
certain  neurological  and  psychiatric  disorders.  Clinical  neurophysiology  (electroencephalography)  is 
correlated  with  clinical  observations.  A  special  course  given  on  the  physiology  of  the  autonomic  nervous 
system  in  the  light  of  psychosomatic  concepts.  The  course  in  neuropathology  consists  of  lectures  and 
demonstrations  of  gross  specimens  and  microscopic  slides.  Correlation  between  clinical  findings  and 
pathological  lesions  is  taken  into  consideration.  Demonstrations  include  presentation  of  microscopic  and 
gross  material  illustrating  the  lecture  material. 

B.  Clinical  Neurology.     Dr.  L.  Rowland  and  staff. 

Clinical  lectures  and  demonstrations  illustrating  the  chief  organic  diseases  of  the  nervous  system.  The 
technique  of  neurological  examination,  explaining  the  significance  of  neurological  signs  and  symptoms. 
Therapy  in  neurology  includes  the  various  types  and  methods  used  in  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases 
with  special  reference  to  physiotherapeutic  and  occupational  therapy  methods.  The  roentgenographic 
interpretations  of  the  diseases  affecting  the  nervous  system  consist  of  study  of  the  various  lesions  affecting 
the  skull  and  intracranial  contents  and  spinal  cord.  Emphasis  on  electroencephalography. 

C.  Basic  Psychiatry.     Dr.  James  H.  Ryan  and  staff. 

Lectures  on  intelligence,  memory,  perception,  etc.,  and  psychological  testing  procedures.  Psychodynam- 
ics  acquaints  the  student  with  levels  of  psychological  organization,  conscious  and  unconscious  integration, 
and  motivation  of  psychic  action.  Comparative  psychodynamics  investigates  the  theoretical  and 
therapeutic  principles  of  the  different  psychoanalytic  and  psychotherapeutic  schools.  Genetics  and  mental 
disease  consist  of  a  description  of  basic  genetic  laws  and  theories,  plus  modern  research  methods  and  the 
genetics  of  schizophrenia,  manic  depressive  psychosis,  and  other  mental  disorders.  Special  lectures  on 
new  advances  in  chemistry  and  medicine  in  relation  to  neurochemistry. 

D.  Clinical  Psychiatry.     Dr.  James  H.  Ryan  and  staff. 

History  and  somatogenic  and  psychogenic  aspects  of  the  different  psychiatric  disorders,  correlating  the 
own  theories  and  practices.

Nursing:  Postgraduate  Education 


Opportunities  for  continuing  nursing  education  beyond  basic  preparation  are  offered  by  the 
School  of  Nursing  through  three  kinds  of  programs: 

1.  The  baccalaureate  program  for  registered  nurses  who  are  diploma  school  or  associate 
degree  graduates. 

2.  The  Master  of  Science  degree  program  with  clinical  specialization  in  several  tracks. 

3.  Continuing  education  through  special  short  courses  or  one-day  seminars  for  nurses  who 
wish  to  update  their  knowledge  and  expertise.  These  may  be  in  general  nursing  concepts 
or  in  specialty  areas. 

Baccalaureate  Education  for  Registered  Nurses 

Registered  nurses  who  are  diploma  school  or  associate  degree  candidates  are  encouraged  to 
seek  early  counseling  for  appropriate  placement.  Candidates  must  be  prepared  to  meet 
bachelor's  degree  requirements  of  60  liberal  arts  credits  of  which  biology,  chemistry,  English, 
psychology,  and  sociology  are  mandatory.  Advanced  standing  in  the  nursing  major  may  be 
sought  through  challenge  examinations  given  by  the  School  and  specific  college  proficiency 
examinations. 

Master  of  Science  Degree  Programs 

All  graduate  programs  designed  for  clinical  specialization  require  a  two-year  (or  four-term) 
course  of  study. 

The  emphasis  in  all  areas  of  concentration  is  to  provide  each  student  with  intensive  insight 
and  competence  to  perform  as  a  clinical  specialist.  Graduate  degree  applicants  are  expected 
to  explore  courses  in  related  disciplines  such  as  basic  sciences,  social  sciences,  and  public 
health. 

Master  of  Science  tracks  include  Adult  Nurse  Practitioner,  Gerontology,  Maternity  Nursing- 
Nurse  Midwifery,  Nurse  Anesthesia,  Pediatric  Nursing  (Ambulatory  Care),  Pediatric  Nursing 
(Pulmonary  Care),  Perinatal  Nursing,  Psychiatric-Community  Mental  Health  Adult/Child.  All 
programs  are  accredited  by  the  National  League  for  Nursing.  The  School  of  Nursing  is  a 
member  of  the  Department  of  Baccalaureate  and  Higher-Degree  Programs  of  the  National 
League  for  Nursing.

Continuing  Education  Programs 

The  Faculty  of  the  School  of  Nursing  ,w  <  epts  the  obligation  to  provide  knowledge,  to  stimulate 
learning,  to  serve  as  resource  persons,  to  be  innovators  in  nursing,  and  to  contribute  to  the 
development  of  human  values.  Learning  is  viewed  as  a  lifelong  process,  and  learners  are 
considered  to  be  self  dire  led  <ind  -i<  <  ountnble  for  their  perform. in<  e 
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To  this  end,  the  Faculty  has  accepted  the  responsibility  to  provide  for  continuing  education 
for  nurses  to  enable  them  to  update  knowledge  and  expertise.  The  School  of  Nursing  has 
begun  to  offer  short  courses  and  one-day  workshops  and  seminars,  often  in  cooperation  with 
clinical  personnel  from  affiliated  agencies.  At  present,  no  university  credit  or  certificates  are 
granted,  although  a  statement  of  attendance  is  issued  upon  completion  of  the  course;  this 
statement  satisfies  states'  requirements  for  continuing  education  units.

Allied  Health:  Continuing  Education 


Program  in  Physical  Therapy 

Physical  Therapy  is  the  professional  health  science  and  service  which  contributes  to  the 
comprehensive  care  of  physically  disabled  people.  It  is  involved  with  the  preservation  of 
functional  capacity,  restoration  of  function,  and  the  prevention  of  disability  because  of  disease, 
injury,  or  loss  of  a  limb. 

The  student  in  the  program  of  study  leading  to  the  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  physical 
therapy  is  expected  to  have  a  broad  background  in  general  education,  including  knowledge  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  the  social,  biological,  and  physical  sciences.  In  addition  to 
demonstrations,  laboratory  practice,  case  presentation,  and  theoretical  information,  there  is 
clinical  instruction  and  field  experience  in  teaching  hospitals  under  University  supervision.  The 
Certificate  program  is  accredited  by  the  Council  of  Medical  Education  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  in  collaboration  with  the  American  Physical  Therapy  Association. 
Students  and  graduates  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  American  Physical  Therapy 
Association.  Graduates  are  also  eligible  to  take  state  licensure  examinations  in  physical 
therapy.

Program  in  Occupational  Therapy 

Occupational  Therapy  is  the  art  and  science  of  directing  man's  response  to  selected  activity  to 
promote  and  maintain  health  and  to  prevent  disability,  by  evaluating  behavior  and  treating  or 
training  patients  with  physical  or  psychosocial  dysfunction. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Program  at  Columbia  leads  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
and  is  directed  toward  the  development  of  master  clinicians  and  leaders  in  the  field  by 
providing  an  opportunity  for  the  establishment  of  a  generic  foundation,  followed  by  the 
acquisition  of  basic  concepts  of  administration,  supervision,  and  education,  by  development  of 
concepts  and  techniques  in  the  scientific  method. 

The  Master  of  Science  degree  program  meets  the  requirements  set  forth  by  the  American 
Occupational  Therapy  Association  and  by  the  Council  on  Medical  Education  of  the  American 
Medical  Association.  Graduates  of  the  program  are  eligible  for  the  certification  examination 
leading  to  admission  to  the  Registry  of  Occupational  Therapists,  maintained  by  the  American 
Occupational  Therapy  Association.

School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery: 
The  Postgraduate  Program 

Continuing  Education  Courses 

Consistent  with  the  belief  that  a  lifetime  of  learning  is  necessary  for  continued  competence  in 
the  health  professions  and  that  dental  education  must  be  a  continuum  which  extends 
throughout  the  professional  career,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  offers  a  program  of 
short  courses  of  varying  lengths  on  diverse  subjects. 

These  continuing  education  courses  are  given  at  irregular  times  throughout  the  academic 
year  and  are  announced  by  special  brochures,  notices  in  the  journals,  and  special  mailings. 
Courses  may  range  in  length  from  one  day  to  one  week  or  may  meet  once  a  week  for  an  entire 
term.  They  are  designed  to  enable  the  practitioner  to  review  and  continue  his  or  her 
educational  experience  in  fields  where  research  and  its  clinical  application  present  constantly 
changing  concepts  of  prevention,  diagnosis,  and  treatment.  These  short  courses  acquaint  the 
participant  with  the  latest  advances  in  the  various  fields  of  dentistry.  Continuing  education 
credits  are  offered  to  those  who  attend. 

Courses  Which  May  Be  Audited 

In  addition,  a  number  of  courses  among  those  listed  under  the  D.D.S.  Program  and 
Postdoctoral  Programs  in  Dental  Specialties  in  the  bulletin  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery  are  specially  designated  for  audit  as  continuing  education  courses.  These  courses  are 
available  for  attendance  by  nonmatriculated  practitioners  and  other  professionals  through  the 
Division  of  Continuing  Education  and  are  described  in  periodic  continuing  education  brochures 
and  announcements.

Study  Clubs 

A  number  of  Study  Clubs  are  sponsored  by  the  Dental  School.  Some  of  these  clubs  meet  at  the 
Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center  while  others  have  membership  and  meeting  locations 
in  suburban  locations.

For  Visitors  and  Visiting  Scholars  to  the  School 
of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery 

Qualified  students  are  offered  the  opportunity  for  guided  study,  attendance,  and  observation 
of  clinical  and  classroom  education  under  the  direction  of  a  faculty  member  for  variable 
periods  during  the  school  year,  not  necessarily  corresponding  to  regular  academic  intervals. 
Faculty  members  of  other  institutions  may  be  granted  visiting  scholar  privileges,  which  include 
auditing  clinic  and  classroom  courses  (as  approved  by  the  course  instructor),  attending 
lectures,  and  participating  in  seminars  with  the  approval  of  the  appropriate  faculty  member.

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Graduate  Training  of  Resident  Pedodontists 

The  program  in  postdoctoral  pedodontics  at  Columbia  University  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery  is  designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  an  active  role  in  clinical  practice,  education,  and 
research.  The  fully  accredited  curriculum  provides  a  strong  basic  science  education  and  a 
wide-based  clinical  exposure  to  a  variety  of  patient  types  and  practice  settings.  During  the 
two-year  program  of  study  leading  to  a  Certificate  of  Training,  the  student  is  prepared  to  enter 
any  of  the  subspecialties  of  pedodontics  such  as  dentistry  for  the  child,  geriatric,  and  disabled 
patients  in  either  a  private  practice,  teaching,  or  research  setting.  Upon  completion  of  the 
program,  students  are  eligible  for  certification  by  the  American  Board  of  Pedodontics. 

The  program  consists  of  a  twenty-four-month  period  commencing  on  or  about  the  second 
week  of  September,  and  continuing  through  the  second  week  of  July  of  the  second  year. 
Academic  holidays  are  observed  and  there  are  no  weekend  or  evening  classes.  Applications 
for  the  upcoming  session  are  accepted  through  January.  Detailed  information  about  the 
program,  tuition,  and  admission  procedures  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Continuing 
Dental  Education  Program  (address  below).

Courses  of  Instruction 

CDE  176.     Advanced  skills  in  periodontics  for  the  dental  hygienist 
Sept  24  through  Jan  14.     Wed  1:30-4:30.     $400.     (42  hours) 
Dr.  Douglas  Marion,  Nancy  McVay,  R.D.H.,  M.S.,  and  staff. 

Expands  the  role  of  the  dental  hygienist  in  dental  practices  in  which  periodontics  is  an  important  part. 
Training  in  advanced  skills  in  periodontics  enables  the  hygienist  to  become  a  more  capable,  knowledge- 
able, and  active  member  of  the  periodontal  treatment  team.  Lectures,  demonstrations,  and  clinical 
practice  included.  Based  on  a  similar  course  in  California,  approved  by  the  state's  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners,  this  course  has  been  conducted  at  Columbia  University  for  the  past  two  years  with  great 
success.  Preventive-oriented  and  periodontally  aware  general  dentists  and  periodontists  may  wish  their 
hygienists  to  take  this  course  to  increase  their  effectiveness  in  office  practice. 

CDE  700.     Periodontics:  theory  and  practice

For  dentists  who  are  seriously  interested  in  periodontics  as  a  vital  component  of  general  practice.  Course 
is  not  designed  to  train  specialists,  but  enables  the  practitioner  to  provide  a  better  and  more  sophisticated 
level  of  service  and  to  practice  general  restorative  dentistry,  oriented  toward  periodontal  health. 
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Each  session  is  a  one-hour  lecture-seminar  followed  by  a  2'/2  hour  clinic.  Topics  include  the  biological 
background  of  periodontal  disease,  occlusion,  and  the  techniques  of  periodontal  therapy  with  treatment 
planning  used  as  a  learning  focus.  The  clinical  sessions  consist  of  examining,  diagnosing,  and  planning  of 
appropriate  treatment  for  patients  with  different  types  and  severity  of  periodontal  disease  using  a  variety 
of  surgical  procedures  while  under  the  close  supervision  of  the  periodontics  faculty  members. 

Participants  are  urged  to  provide  patients  from  their  private  practices.  In  this  way,  deserving  patients 
can  be  offered  sophisticated  and  advanced  periodontal  care  under  expert  supervision  at  low  cost  while 
providing  the  doctor  with  an  opportunity  of  caring  for  his  "special  case"  patients  without  sacrificing  his 
own  office  time.  Furthermore,  the  participant-dentist  can  accomplish  periodontal  preparation  on  patients 
for  whom  he  may  be  planning  restorative  dentistry.  Patients  from  private  practices  are  registered  in  the 
School  Clinic  and  are  required  to  pay  an  administrative  fee  of  $20  per  clinic  treatment  session.  When 
necessary,  patients  are  assigned  from  the  clinic  patient  pool.

Antibiotic  sensitivity  testing  and  anaerobic  methodology  used  in 
the  dental  office  described.  A  review  of  traditional  concepts  in  bacterial  physiology  and  sterilization  as  a 
basis  for  modern  concepts.

An  overview  of  immunology  serving  as  a  background  for  updating  participants  on  the  newer  findings  in 
immunology,  some  of  which  have  not  yet  been  published.  The  possible  clinical  relevancy  of  immunological 
aspects  of  endodontics  covered.  Questions,  answers,  and  group  discussions  included. 

CDE  150.  Principles  and  practice  of  auxiliary  utilization  in  four-handed  dentis- 
try

A  three-day  lecture,  demonstration,  and  participation  course  for  practitioners  and  auxiliaries  who  are  new 
to  four-handed,  sit-down  dentistry,  and  for  those  who  have  experienced  difficulty  trying  to  operate  in  this 
mode.  The  development  of  seated  dental  treatment,  its  problems  and  pitfalls,  and  how  they  relate  to 
current  practice  illustrated.  The  basic  principles  governing  successful  supine  patient  treatment  and  its 
application  to  all  phases  of  dental  care  presented  with  step-by-step  analysis  and  evaluation  of  office 
management  procedures  relative  to  efficient  chairside  operations,  the  training  of  personnel  in  four-handed 
techniques,  chairside  operations,  space  and  equipment  utilization,  and  the  introduction  of  new  techniques 
to  a  practice.  The  clinic  practice  sessions  train  the  doctor  and  his  or  her  auxiliaries,  separately  and  then 
together,  under  the  supervision  of  the  D. A.U.  Program  faculty  and  staff.  Every  effort  is  made  to  relate  the 
chairside  clinical  practice  session  to  the  student's  individual  techniques. 

The  keynote  of  the  course  is  planning:  the  role  of  the  office  staff,  from  patient  reception  through 
scheduling,  preplanned  instrument  trays,  operating  techniques,  and  auxiliary  utilization  to  equipment  and 
inventory  control. 

Dentists  must  be  accompanied  by  at  least  one  (1)  chairside  auxiliary.  A  maximum  of  two  (2)  auxiliaries 
for  each  dentist  can  be  accepted.  The  registrant  must  indicate  on  the  application  form  which  series 
(October  or  November)  he  or  she  wishes  to  take.

The  use  of  periodontal  splinting  is  a  new  area  of  dentistry  that  is  becoming 
increasingly  widespread,  and  may  eventually  replace  more  conventional  procedures  such  as  wire  ligation 
or  pin  splinting. 

A  survey  of  the  broad  spectrum  of  usefulness  of  composite  resin  and  acid-etch-bonding,  demonstrating 
the  wide  variety  of  situations  in  which  both  have  proved  effective. 

CDE  820.     Creating  useful  abutments  from  wreckage  of  teeth 
Oct  18.  Sat  9-5.     $80,  includes  luncheon.     (7  hours) 
Drs.  Gustav  T.  Durrer  and  Alvin  J.  Grayson. 

For  the  skilled  restorative  dentist  who  is  interested  in  furthering  his  knowledge  of  sophisticated  techniques. 
Covers  the  various  methods  by  which  a  few  remaining,  badly  broken-down  teeth — unsuitable  as 
abutments  for  conventional  fixed  bridge-work  or  removable  partial  dentures — may  be  salvaged  and  made 
into  useful  supports. 

The  first  part  of  the  course  is  an  in-depth  discussion  of  the  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
overdenture;  the  use  and  function  of  different  constructions  and  retentive  devices,  such  as  bar 
attachments  and  various  single  tooth  attachments  including  the  indications,  advantages,  and  disadvan- 
tages. The  second  half  covers  the  salvage  of  broken-down  teeth  for  abutment  use  by  means  of  preformed 
posts,  pins  and  composite  cores,  cast  posts  and  cores.  Lastly,  in  the  extreme  situation  where  all  existing 
abutments  have  lost  periodontal  support,  a  technique  is  described  in  which  an  existing  full  coverage  fixed 
splint  is  converted  into  an  immediate  transitional  complete  denture.

As  the  need  for  preventive  dental  services  increases,  the  spotlight  focuses  on  the  dental 
hygienist.  Present  and  future  demands,  both  national  and  international,  far  exceed  the  number 
of  dental  hygienists  now  available  and  in  training. 

The  division  of  Dental  Hygiene  at  Columbia  University  offers  three  degree  programs  in 
dental  hygiene: 

1.  The  baccalaureate  program  (A)  for  students  with  two  years  of  preparatory  liberal  arts 
college  credits; 

2.  The  baccalaureate  program  (B)  for  registered  dental  hygienists  who  are  associate  degree  or 
diploma  school  graduates;  and 

3.  The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  for  registered  dental  hygienists  who  hold  a 
bachelor's  degree. 


Continuing  Education  Programs 

The  Division  also  offers  continuing  education  courses  designed  specifically  for  registered 
dental  hygienists  to  keep  them  abreast  of  recent  developments  in  their  specialty  and  to 
maintain  maximum  professional  performance.  These  courses  include  reviews  of  basic  science 
information,  laboratory  and  clinical  practice  in  new  techniques,  and  seminars  highlighting 
current  research.
